The duty of the secretary of state to obey 


tho command of the majoritv oL' the canvass- 
ing board is thus explicitly stated in the 
statute: 


The secretary of state shall, without delay, 


canso a copy, under tlio eeai of his oillco, of 
the cortiliud determination of tho hoard of 
state canvassers nf,o bo delivered to each 
of tho persons herein declared to be elected. 


In cjise errors or frauds aro claimed in tho 


county canvassers ,tho law provides that tho 
snpromo court (court of appeals) may, upon 
information by allldavit, require the county 
board to correst such errors or show cause 
why such correction should not be mado, and 
in the even ol! the failure of said board to 
make such correction, or show cause, tho j 
court may compel tho board by writ of man- 
damus t.o correct such errors; and it such 
Board of county canvassers shall have made 
its determination and dissolve, finch court 
may compel it to reconvene for the purjtoso 
of maJdr.g such corrections. 


Tho court does not appear to have any au- 


thority over tho state canvassing board dole- 
gated to it by tbo staUito. If, after tho stato 
canvassing board issues certificates to presi- 
dential olectors, their decision should bo ques- 
tioned, it is a matter o£ doubt whether the 
court of appeals could compel tliem to with- 
hold or change tho certificates. The duty of 
the secretary o£ state is so clearlystated that 
any failure on his part to deliver tlio certifi- 
cates according to the direction of tho major- 
ity of tile board would bo a palpable nmlfoas- 
aucs. If a correction is made by n county 
board on order of.-the court tho corrected re- 
turn must stund as tho true return. These 
corrections most apparently be made before 
tho stato board assembles, as thin body's du- 
ties are merely clerical, with no judicial 
power. It is tho theory of the law that all 
needed corrections nrast bo made by local 
boards. 
Prom the corrected returns the 


state board makes tho footings and delivers 
certificates of election of the persons having 
tlio greatest number of vote*.

The fire is attributed to incondiarism.
